Vote Authorizes Sweaters For Gridmen 


Honor Seminar 
New Feature _ 
Offered By College 


Plans for honor seminars in six 
fields of study were outlined today 
for Santa Ana junior college stu- 
dents by Dean McKee Fisk. 

Seminars will be conducted in 
the divisions of Commerce, Engin- 
eering, Fine Arts, Humanities, 
Science, and Social Science. 

These special study groups will 
be limited to about 10 students, ac- 
cording to present plans. Students 
are judged eligible by any one of 
three methods: (1) A student’s 
own initiative with the consent of 
two faculty members, (2) recom- 
mendation of a faculty member, or 
(3) membership in one of the schol- 
arship honor societies. 

Two units of credit will be given 
seminar students and the groups 
will meet once a week for two 
hours. Grades will be assigned 
when the course is completed, col- 
lege officials said. 

In pointing out the purpose of 
the seminars, Dean Fisk declared 
that they ‘shall be to develop 
scholarly habits, research  tech- 
nique, independent study methods, 
and a thorough grasp of the sub- 
ject matter of a student’s major 
and its related field.” 

Honors will be conferred at 
graduation- upon recommendation 
of the faculty members of the 
seminar. 

It was pointed out that more con- 
sideration and time should be 
given the good student than for- 
merly. 

It is believed that the seminars 
will give superior students an ad- 
vantage over other students from 
junior colleges in later university 
work.

Even now Washington is beseiged with a bevy of in- 
cogitant planners and brain trusters. Each has a scheme, 
which according to its author, is mathematically infallible. 


At a meeting of university eco-@——_______ 


nomists in Los Angeles the other 
day, however, Prof. Thomas Nix- 
on Carver, Harvard economist 
presented five definite issues that 
lie on the road to population ad- 
justment and for better economic 
and social conditions. 

His points are not startlingly 
original, but their worth lies in 
the fact that they are presented 
together. As a unit the issues 
are qualified with sanity, a unique 
quality with most things of this 
sort. 

The plan is composed of essen- 
tially these factors: 

1. Sharp reduction of immigra- 
tion quotas, including those of 
the Western Hemisphere and the 
Phillipines, 

The nation will ultimately come 
to this, but there is no promise 
on the congressional horizon that 
it will be effected immediately. 
Immigration . naturally falls off 
during years of depresson, but in- 
creases sharply during prosperity. 
Legislation limiting quotas would 
probably come .during years of 
prosperity as a means of minimiz- 
ing dangers of future periods of 
economic uncertainty. 

2. Sterilization or permanent 
segregation of defective classes. 
_ __- Such a program is already in ef- 
fect in Germany. Much infortunate 
publicity crediting the Nazi’s with 


t 


probably non-existent horrors has 
antagonized many on this point 
in the scheme. Some question the 
wisdom of making it a point of 
political venture, but only by that 
method could it hope to succeed. 

3. Spread of birth control in- 
formation to the poorer classes to 
promote “family planning.” 

4. Further incouragement of in- 
dustrial enterprise and to the man 
who can “make two jobs where 
one grew before.” 

5. Improve public education in 
order that lower brackets of in- 
dustry may be decreased and up- 
per ranks increased. 

Purge Society 

The most conservative and logi- 
cally sound estimates of the prob- 
able period in which the world 
will be capable of supporting 
life generally agree at a minimum 
of about a million years. Reason- 
ing thus it is interesting to spec- 
ulate on the probable relations 
of individuals of that day and the 
conditions of society. It is evident 
that there will be some change. 
Continuing as we are the morons 
will destroy every intellectual in- 
stitution, including life, in a de- 
terminable number of years. 

The answer, as this writer sees 
it, is only in a rigid program of
